Wh«n Mottslgnor Dalla Chiesa was 
given .this post it was declared in 
Rome that it was mainly tvith the ob- 
ject of combatting modern religious 
ideas, Bologna being the headquarters 
of the National Democratic League, 
whose members advocated what is 
known as "modernism" in religion.

Chiesa.--^-Jih him as secretary. On 
Cardinal RampoHa's return to Rome 
to become secretary of state for the 
Vatican. Monsignor Delia Chiesa en- 
tered the secretariat o* state as one of 
the "minuteamtl." or Minor officials, 
until 1301. when he was appointed 
substitute of the secretariat and also 
secretary of the cypber. 
.As secretary to the secretary of 
state, Cardinal Delia Chiesa was

ADMINISTRATION FIRM 
IN STANJ3 ON SHIPPING. 


France and .England have filed protests against the United 


States purchasing ships from Germany for a merchant marine as 
proposed in a iffl pending in Congress. But it looks as if the ad- 
ministration intends disregarding-these protests, for Secretary of

COTTON AND RICE 
IN 
CALIFORNIA. 


The Department of Commerce has just issued a bulletin on 


cotton production in the United States in which particular refer- 
ence is made to the industry in this state. This bulletin says 
tb.at.the Imperial Valley is well suited to the cultivation of cot- 


- ton, because the soil is rich, the climate warm and the season 


• 
longer than in the cotton growing states. The fact that the land 
is lower than the "Colorado river and easily susceptible'to irriga- 
tion is commented upon. As to the quality of the product it is 
very Mndly mentioned1, being described as having length, strength 
and uniformity, highly desirable characteristics. 


But it is noted there are two drawbacks, the high cost of labor 


for picking and the suitability of land for other crops. 


Despite these handicaps, production appears'to be increasing. 


There were 5986 bales produced in 1910, 9790 in_19ii, 3215 in 
1912 and 22,838 in 1913. For the year 1914 the production, based 
on area planted, is estimated at from 50,000 to 100,000 bales. The 
statistics quoted include some cotton grown in Lower California, 


- where conditions x>£ climate and soil are practically the same, but 
. 
where the cost of labor is less, owing to the availability of Chinese 
pickers. 


While no predictions are made as to the future, the tone of the 


report indicates that great possibilities in the cotton growing line 1 pTachel8 I™ 
exist and that in coming- years this may be one of the staple fineBartiett 
articles of commerce produa-d in quantity.
